Your undersigned contributor, is, this 
very day, “in all his glory!” Here, at 
the Coterotie, one of the farms lately 
purchased from Dr. W. Hawkins, for 
myself and associates, my “people” 
(wife, children, partners and a few 
friends) are feasting me, on the occasion 
of my birthday. (iny{53rd auniversary ! 
We grow old, don’t we, Woodson ?). 
This, in itself, would be of no impor- 
tance at all to the general public were 
it not that in the programme of the 
celebration, the planting of the first 
French grape vines, is the great attracs 
tive point of this jfete de famille. — 


| Monsieur Victor Clerc, whose masterly 


competency in viticulture, I have asso- 
Clated with my capital and faith in the 
success of our enterprise, is the organ- 
izer in chief of our,to-day’s feast, and 
wanted to commence the exploitation 
of our large vineyard, by planting la 
vigne del Anniversaire, which ultimately 
(Commencing from next year,) will not 
make our poorest grade of wine. But 
I must stop rigmarolling, and speak 
more seriously. Well, last and this 
week, we received from the south of 
France, in the most smiling conditfon, 
one hundred thousand vine cuttings, of 
nine fine and rich varieties, seven out of 
which, we are positive, will thrive in 
this congeuial soil, in this generous cli- 
mate. Wealso received from the same 
source a few thousand cuttings of fig, 
olive and almond trees. We feel confi- 
dent that some varieties of our figs will 
succeed in this region, and as for the 
olive and the almond, nous verrons. 

We obtained these cuttings at a con- 
siderable outlay of money, troubdie, &c., 
and take a pride in saying, that we be- 
lieve ourselves to be the only two per- 
sons (Mr. Cierc and I,) in this broad 
land who, in all respects, concerning 
this dmportation, could have been served 
so well and favored so much.

happiness, the morality this new branct 
of agricultural industry, will, at that 
time, have brought upon us all.

CONVICTION OF JOHN C. FRE- 
MONT. 
The Paris dispatches to-day announce 


” the conviction of Gen. John C. Fremont 
~ Sf the United States, con account of his 
~eomplicity in the Memphis and E! Paso 

_.. Rail Road bonds swindle. 


_. Gen. Fremont, with the other deten- 
dants charged with swindling in con- 
nection with the sale of these bonds in 
Paris, has been sentenced to five years 
imprisonment. 

Gen. Fremont, who is a native of 
South Carolina, and who married a 
daughter of Thomas IH. Benton, of Mis- 
sour, was the first Republican nominee 
for the Presidency of the United States. 
He was defeated by James Buchanan, 
the Democratic nominee in 1856. 
Buchanan received one hundred and 
seventy-four electoral votes; Fremont, 
one bundred and fourteen, and Millard 
Fillmore, the Whig candidate, eight. 

Gen. Fremont publisked a letter in 
the New York papers a few weeks ago, 
denying «all guilty knowledge of the 
fraudulent sale of the E! Paso bonds in 
France, and askivg a suspension of the 


public judgment until an investigation 
could be had. 


THE REPUBLIC OF SPAIN IN A 
BAD WAY. 

The probable retirement of Castelar, 
Minister of Foreign Affairs, and Acosta, 
Minister of War, from the Spanish Cab 
inet, is announced in recent dispatches 
from Madrid. If the rumor proves to 
be true, it will cause considerable em- 
barrassment in the affairs of the Span- 
ish Republic, and may hasten its speedy 
dissolution. | 

The Republic claims the sympathy 
and co-operation of other nations, be- 
cause of the recent action of the Cortez 
in passing the emanzipation Bill in favor 
of the Porto Rico slaves; but we doubt 
whether that measure will be of actual 
service in propping the fortunes of the 
new Government. 

We stated at the first that we bad no 
faith in the permanency of the Repub- 
lic of Spainy Events daily transpiring 
confirm the opinion that it willl be of 
short duration. 

The Carlists are committiug excesses 
in various sections, and ih many of the 
Northern provinces they hold undispu-~ 
ted sway. 

Mary of the Government troops are 
at heart in favor of the monarchy, and 
cannot be reticd on in the hour of trial. 

The retirement of such distinguished 
Republican leaders «as Castelar and 
Acosta is ominous, in view of the gen- 
€ral discontent and threatened insurrec- 
tions in many sections of the country, 
and we would not be surprised to bear 
at any bcur of the sudden collapse of 
the new Republic of Spain. 


‘SENATORIAL CORRUPTION. 

The resignation ot Caldwell, to avoid 
expulsion from the United States Senate 
was followed by the dismissal of the 
charges in the same body against 
Clayton, of Arkansas, who had, like 
Caldwell, been charged with corruption 
and bribery in securing his seat. 

The testimoney in Clayton’ case is 
voluminous, filling four hundred printed 
pages. The majority report of the Com- 
mittee on Priviieges and Elcctions says 
that the charges are not sustained, but 
Mr. Norwood submitted a minority 
report, inculpating Clayton, and _ scts 
forth evidence to sustain his position 
which seems to us conclusive and un- 
answerable. Mr. Norwood sustains 
the general charge of bribery and 
corruption by seven specifications, giv- 
ing instances where offices and ‘money 
were used by Clayton to secure his elec- 
tion, and although the United States 
Senate may white-wash their guilty 
fellow-member, public opinion will en- 
dorse Senator Norwood’s report. 


ago Morston’s resolution declared Cald- 


Clayton is a carpet-bagger trom Penn- 
sylvania, as is likewise Patterson, of 
South Carolina, who it will be remem- 
bered was imprisoned at Columbia soon 
after the Senatorial election, for buying 
enough negro votes in the South Caro-~ 
lina Legislature to give him a majori- 
ty. 

he is said that Simon Cameron eager- 
ly espoused the cause of Clayton, for- 
merly one of his proteges, and bitterly 
denounced the witnesses against him. 
Cameron also adhered faithfully to the 
fortunes of Cauldwell until that indivic- 
ual sent in his resignation. 

We publish elsewhere to-day an ar- 
ticle from the Philadelphia Press, John 
W. Forney’s paper, giving an account of 
the circumstances under which Caldwell 
resigned—from which it will be seen 
that the “innocent and injured” gentle- 
man from Kansas refused to take the 
advice of his friends to send in his 
resignation until all hope of retaining 
his seat was lost and he was convinced 
that his expulsion was a foregone con- 
clusion. 

The confirmation of Casey as Collect. 
or of Customs at New Orleans—a man 
steeped in infamy, and who was cpposed 
by the Republican Senators from Loun- 
siaoa on account of malfeasance in office, 
is strong evidence that the Republican 
majority in the United States Senate are | 
notactuated by abigh and patriotic sense 
of public duty, but that rather than dis- 
please the President by rejecting his 
brother-in-law, they are willing to vote 
for the confirmation of an appointee, 
who, according to high Republican au- 
thority, is aidegraded and corrupt man ! 


PENNSYLVANIA GIVES ONE 
MILLION THE CENTEN- 
NIAL. 


The Pennsylvania Legislature has 
passed an appropriation Bill, giving one 
million of dollars for the National Cen- 
tennial Celebration. 

We believe nearly all of the State 
Legislatures have taken action looking 
to representation at Philadelphia on the 
fourth of July, 1876, aad the occasion 
seems destined to be one of the grandest 
national re-unions that has ever taken 
place. 

A few days since we received a copy 
of the resoiutious passed by the Ken- 
tucky Legislature on the subject, which 
breathe the right spirit, and are elo- 
quent and patriotic throughout. 

The one bundredth anniversary of the 
American Declaration of Independence, 
proposed to be celebrated at Philadel- 
phia, will be the first convention of a 
non-partisan character since the war, In 
which the Northern and Southern States 
meet together in a common bond of 
sympathy, and in which representatives 
trom every scctioa of the Union should 
feel chat they are feliow citizens of a 
common country. 

The appropriatioa of one million of 
dollars by the Pennsylvania Legislature 
for the benefit of the Centennial shows 
that the old Keystone State is fuliy 
aroused to the importance of the great 
national celebration. 


CAPTAIN JACK AND THE LAVA 
BEDS—AGAIN. 

Every day or two, tie telegrams have 
something to say abeut Captain Jack 
and the lava beds. 

To-day we ure informed that * the 
new peace commissioners have arrived 
at the lava beds and seek new talk with 
Capt. Jack.” 

Capt. Jack, 1f not a giant-killer, lias 
certainly become a very important per- 
sonage in the eyes of the United States 
Government. 

We wish Captain Juck wou!d cease 
to occupy so much space in the tele- 
graphic columns, and as to those lava 
beds, we would not care if some vol- 
canic eruption, with red-hot lava, would 
come along and consume them from the 
face of the gicke. 

Captain Jack and the lava beds have 
filled enough space in the telegraphic 
and news columns of the press to con 
stitute a dozen respectable volumes. 
Judging from to-day’s dispatches, we 
are to have more instalmeuts on the new 
and interesting subject of the Modock 
War. 

The peace commissioners, Capt. Jack 
aud the lava beds are to be the princpal 
topics for the next few weeks. Alter 
that we are to be treated to fresh intel- 
ligence concerning the lava beds, Capt. 
Jack and the peace commissivners. And 
finally, we are to have Capt. Jack, the 
peace commissioners and the lava beds 
in broken doses.

The Fall of the Briber—‘‘Injured 
Innocence’? Going Home. 


WasninGton, March 24.—Ten days 
ago, when Senator Carpenter, of Wis- 
consin, saook his ample locks defiantly 
at what he termed the “ howling mob,” 
meaning thereby the public press, he 
probably did not anticipate that that 
same “mob” belore the close of another 
week, compel his friend and client 
Caldwell, of Kansas, to make an igno - 
mioious retreat from the Senate of the 
United States. Caldwell’s resignation 
to-day was the work of the so-called 
“mob.” It was the triumph of an en- 
lightene1 and just public epinion, as 
reflected in the press of the country, 
over corruption. 

Hereafter, men who attempt to buy 
their way into the Senate, as well as 
Senators who defend them when they 
get there, will do so at a greater risk. 
The Credit Mcbilier business and the 


Caldwell case are the latest examples of 
the folly of men in public life attempt 
ing to dety public sentiment. A week 


well’s election illegal and vacating his 
seat in the Senate did not command 
over twenty-five votes. The most sans 
guine friends of Alcorn’s resolution for 
the expulsion of Caldwell could not 
possibly count upon more than thirty- 
four votes, when at least fifty-eight were 


-| necessary. It was perfectly sate, then, 


for Carpenter to speak contemptuously 
of the public press, or perhaps thut Sen- 
ator thought so. The almost unani- 
mous expression of the press, of all 
shades of opinion, in the case of Cald- 
well, had its effect upon other Senators, 
probably net so brave as Mr. Carpenter, 
but certainly more experienced. 

Notwithstanding all the legal argu- 
ments of Conkling and Scott, and the 
two days’ impassioned apres! of Logan 
on behalf of Caldwell, it became manl- 
fest toa large number of Senators that 
it would not do to outrage public sen- 
timent by keeping a confessed briber in 
his seat in the Senate. Even some of 
those whose elections are clouded with 
suspicion did not care to shicld a man 
who was caught in the act. As late as 
Saturday last Cald well was confident of 
acquittal, Some of his triends—better 
politicians than he—discovered the 
change of opinion 1n the Senate, Lrought 
about by tue pressure of public scn- 
timent outside, advised him to re- 
sign. He answered them by referring 
to his list of yeas and niys, made upa 
week ago, which geve him clear ma- 
jority on both resolutions. He did not 
realize that the Senators began to fly 
from him. The suddea termination of 
the debate on Saturday is now ex- 
plained. Morton was to sum up, and 
was ready to proceed On Saturday after 
noon. It appears, however, that some 
of Caldweli’s triends had visited the 
Indiana Senator, whose closing speech 
was dreaded most of all, and begged 
him to defer his speech until tu-day, and 
that in the meantime Caldwell would 
probably resign. Coutrary to the asser- 
tions of Logan, Carpenter, and other 
triernds of Caldweil, Morton never as- 
sumed the role of prosecutor in tke case. 
He simply performed what he conceived 
to be his duty asa Sevator avd as chair- 
man of the Committee on Piivileges 
and Elections. His object was to rid 
the Senate of a man who had no just 
claim toa seatin that body. He had 
no desire to disgrace Caidweil, and he 
consented to allow the case to go over 
until to-day, To the meantime he made 
no bargain. His purpose was to go on 
to-day, after the reading of the journal. 

All of yesterday Caldwell’s friends 
labored with him to hand in his resigna- 
tion. But he steadily refused to adopt 
their advice. Even as late as last night 
he authorized the agent of the Associ- 
ated Press to contradict the story that 
he intended to resign, Early this morn- 
ing be learned for tue first time that a 
number oj the Senators on whose votes 
he hud relied to save him would vote 
for bisexpulsion. of his ardent 
supporters, like Conkling, had gone 
howe, and there was nothing left him 
but resignation or expulsion. Among 
those who saw it useless to defy the 
“howling mob,” were Scott, Ailison, 
Sargent, Ferry, of Michigan, Wright, 
Authony, Jones end Cameron. These 
were all down upen Caldwell’s 
list against expulsion as well as azainst 
the Morton resolution, Their exam- 
ple, of course would carry others 
with them. General Cameron, who has 
stood by Caldweil in tnis business as 
faithfully as Dr. Tyng stood by the 
murderer, Foster, tried in vain to raliy 
the fleeing Senators. The “howling 
mob” hud obtained the mastery, and 
few were found bold enough to attempt 
to brave it. 

With all hope gone, Caldweil pre- 
pared his resignation this mourning, aud 
on bis way up to the Capitol handed it 
to Governor Osborn, ot Kansas, who 
happened to be in the street car. Alter 
the reading of the journal, the fact was 
announced to the Senate by the Vice- 
President, and Caldweil retired from a 
place which he pbever was intended to 
occupy. It is understood that Gover- 
por Osborn, of Kansas, will appoint a 
Senator to succecd Caldweli. He is 
much puzzled as to the selection, but it 
Is pretty Certain that be will not ap- 
polnt shy man who has been identified 
with either the Pomeroy or Caldwell 
fig lits. 


Ex-Senator Cattell, of New Jersey, 
has been appointed financial agent ot 
the Treasury Department, to visit Eu- 
rope 10 connection with the new loan.

SIEGE OF A SvaTeE Prison.—The 
Nevada people have been baving a siege 
of their State prison. By areant actcf 
the Legislature, the Lieutenant-Gover- 
nor, who bad been also Warden of the 
prisun, was dirceted to give up the last- 
named office. He refused io do it, 
Cialming that he could not be !egislatea 
out of his place. All legal documents 
and judicial progress were in vain as 
Weapons of disiodyment; and the 
Livutenunt-Governor remained in- 
trenched within the walls of the prison. 
Finally the Warden, who had been ap- 
pointed by the Governor appeared 
before (he prison with a detachment of 
the State Militia anda piece of artillery. 
The contumacious Licutenant-Governor 
surrendered, indignantly exclaiming 
that he was thereto compelled by 
“military necessity.”
